IN THE CLAIMS : 

Please cancel Claims 2-4, without prejudice. 
Please amend Claim 1 as follows: 



1. (Amended) A method of assigning at least a portion of the radio frequency (RF) 
spectrum among at least one of a plurality of RF transmitters and [a plurality of] RF receivers, 
the method comprising: 

monitoring a communication parameter that [affects a] relates to performance of a 
group within the plurality of RF transmitters and receivers, the group comprising at least 
one of the plurality of RF transmitters and receivers;
